BLAST FEAR 


Residents evacuated as police find weapons stash 


Police evacuated a block of flats 
in Surbiton on New Year’s Day 
after stumbling on a stash of 
weapons, an imitation hand 
grenade and drugs inside one of 
the flats. 

Neighbours in Crescent Court were 
told a suspect package of explosives 
had been found and were evacuated 
from the block of flats near Surbiton 
station while the road and park was 
closed off. 

About 80 police officers and firemen 
with emergency vehicles filled the 
street at 1pm. Three hours later they 
left, leaving residents to assume there 
had been a false alarm. 

But police confirmed on Monday 
they had found drugs and weapons in¬ 
side a house in the road, while look¬ 
ing for a missing person - named

locally as Peter Roberts - who was not 
at the property. 

Detectives are now investigating 
whether the owner of the flat, where 
they discovered the weapons, an imi¬ 
tation hand grenade and cannabis, 
had killed himself at Surbiton station 
in October. 

Officers decided to search the flat, 
only a hundred yards away from Sur¬ 
biton station, after being tipped off 
on December 30 that its owner had 
not been seen for some time. 

Neighbour and evacuee William 
Robinson, 77, from Crescent Court, 
said he had last seen Peter Roberts 
from flat 14 in mid-October, and had 
since heard he was laid off from his 


security shift work in September. 

He said: “My wife and I were so 
upset when we heard he had gone and 
disappeared. We knew him as a nice, 
quiet lad. He never did any harm to 
anybody If he is the man who died at 
the station, I can only suggest he blew 
his top.” 

A white man aged between 30 and 50 
was hit by a train travelling at 80mph 
through Surbiton station on October 
27, but his body was never identified, 
despite having a distinctive tattoo on 
the abdomen. 

He was seen walking “purposeful¬ 
ly” on to the tracks from platform 
two, shortly before 10pm. 

Allan Lochhead, who was at his girl¬ 
friend’s flat in The Crescent when po¬ 
lice came knocking, said: “The police 
said they had found a suspected pack¬ 


age of explosives in the park. 

“We were told to prepare to leave, as 
it was likely that the whole street 
would have to be evacuated. At about 
4pm, the police cars, vans, fire en¬ 
gines and ambulances left as quickly 
as they had arrived. 

“It all seemed rather unreal. This is 
sleepy Surbiton.” 

Another neighbour, who asked not 
to be named, said: “I had gone for a 
walk, came back and wasn’t able to 
get back in. I ended up climbing over 
the back wall. 

“I heard they had found a grenade 
in one of the flats and they had evacu¬ 
ated the flats. I come from South 
Africa so I wasn’t really worried.”

A PR company has been hired 
to canvas opinion ahead of 
Kingston Council’s third at¬ 
tempt in 10 years to privatise 
the housing stock. 

Letters have started going out 
to the 6,500 council tenants who 
voted against housing stock 
transfer twice in recent times. 

In 2004, 68 per cent of tenants 
rejected council proposals, de¬ 
spite being told it was the only 
realistic way of funding repairs 
to lifts, stairwells and outdated 
kitchens. The PR company 
hired on that occasion cost tax¬ 
payers £300,000. 

PPCR, which has been heavily 
involved in transferring council 
housing in Tower Hamlets, will 
ask people what they think, less 
than a year after the last consul¬ 
tation was accused of being 
“wishy washy” with “leading 
questions”. 

Labour Councillor Steve 
Mama, an opponent of stock 
transfer, said using PPCR was a 
waste of people’s money, would 
be pro-stock transfer and would 
ask the same questions as last 
time. 

He said: “It is a farce. The 
council knows what is wrong 
with the housing stock and it 
knows what the tenants want - 
decent, warm, water-tight ac¬ 
commodation. I don’t believe it 
doesn’t have the money for re¬ 
pairs. If it can find the money

for the theatre it needs to get its 
priorities reordered.” 

Lib Dem-run Kingston Coun¬ 
cil said the borough was unfair¬ 
ly penalised by Government 
and had to hand over 31p in 
every pound of rent to sub¬ 
sidise poorer areas - which 
amounts to £6.7m a year - the 
highest in London. The bor¬ 
ough has joined 156 other local 
councils to fight the “raw deal”. 

Coun Penny Shelton, execu¬ 
tive member for housing, said: 
“It is good to have an indepen¬ 
dent organisation find out what 
individuals think. This is an op¬ 
portunity for councillors to be 
out of the way and hear what

She denied PPCR would be 
pro-stock transfer, and said: “I 
think you would find they 
would be very offended if you 
were to suggest that to them.”

Earlier this year, housing 
minister Ian Wright promised 
to introduce a code of practice 
on the ballots, having admitted 
some previous questionnaires 
were one-sided.

Library move 
at their peril 

Campaigners in Old Malden 
are redoubling their efforts to 
save their library by heading 
off proposals that could see 
some smaller libraries eventu¬ 
ally closed and books moved 
into schools or leisure centres. 

But the man responsible for 
libraries, Councillor Ian Reid, 
played down the chances of the 
proposals being adopted by 
Kingston Council. 

Councillor David Fraser will 
protest on Saturday outside 
the library against the propos¬ 
als in the library services re¬ 
view carried out last year. 

He said: “They will close our 
library at their peril. It is part 
of the community. We lost the 
post office, both the senior and 
junior youth club. People 
aren’t happy at all.” 

The long-term ambition in 
the review is to have one large 
library in Kingston and Sur¬ 
biton, in a “community hub” 
similar to the revamped Hook 
Centre. New Malden will not 
be touched because it is seen as 
a well-used community centre 
inside a listed building. 

There are only two options 
laid out for Surbiton, Old 
Malden, Tudor Drive and Tol- 
worth - either stay as they are 
or move to a school or leisure 
centre. 

Councillor Ian Reid said the 
library services review had 
merely been noted by the exec¬ 
utive. “It is not anything that is 
currently on the radar,” he 
said.

Fine for truant’s mum 


A Kingston mum whose 16-year- 
old daughter skipped school 
more than half of last year has 
been hauled before the courts 
and fined. 

Kingston Magistrates’ Court 
heard on Tuesday January 6, 
that Laura Taylor had attended 
only 81 of the 170 sessions at 
Tolworth Girls’ School between 
June 16 and December 5,2008. 

Her mother Dawn Taylor, 50, 
of King Henry’s Road, admitted 
Laura, a year 11 pupil due to sit 
her GCSEs in May, had a poor 
record of attendance, but said 
she had been plagued by glan¬ 
dular fever for the past nine 
months and had needed coun¬ 
selling after her father died. 

David Fellows, prosecuting for 


Kingston Council, said no medi¬ 
cal evidence, apart from a 
medicine bottle label, had ever 
been handed to the school. 

Mr Fellows said: “She [Mrs 
Taylor] has failed to secure reg¬ 
ular attendance for Laura and 
we have given them every possi¬ 
ble chance to engage with us.” 

Mrs Taylor, a nurse, said: “She 
has been off a lot, I know, but if 
she is not in school she has been 
working at home.” 

Magistrate Anne Jewell fined 
Taylor £753 and said: “It is every 
parent’s duty to ensure their 
child attends school. You have 
not made adequate efforts to en¬ 
sure Laura attends and as a re¬ 
sult she has attended less than 
half the possible sessions.” 


Hunt for missing grandma 


Police are investigating after a 
Kingston grandmother went 
missing three days after Christ¬ 
mas. 

Annette Francis-Chridi, 55, 
who had recently returned 
from holiday in Spain, spent a 
busy Christmas with family 
and was due to move into a new 
home with her husband later 
this month. 

She was last seen at 10am on 
December 28 in Vernon Av¬ 
enue, Raynes Park, at a friend’s 
house where she was staying 
temporarily. 

When her husband Fehri re¬ 


turned from running errands 
two hours later, she had gone, 
taking her handbag but leaving 
her mobile phone, clothes and 
toiletries. 

Daughter Sacha, 38, said she 
had been “quieter than usual” 
over Christmas and had a diffi¬ 
cult 2008 with illness in the 
family, but said it was out of 
character for her to run away 

Mrs Francis-Chridi attended 
Bonner Hill School and lived in 
Portsmouth Road, Surbiton, for 
many years.

The Worcester Park mother of 
a man found stabbed to death 
in Brighton has paid an emo¬ 
tional tribute to her son. 

Stuart Slade, 35, was found 
dead in the early hours of 
Tuesday, December 30, follow¬ 
ing an horrific attack in the 
Hampton Place area of the 
city. 

Mr Slade, who was unem¬ 
ployed and had a seven-year- 
old son, had been living at a 
YMCA centre since being 
made homeless a month ago. 

The father-of-one was mur¬ 
dered near a notorious hang¬ 
out for homeless drug addicts 
and dealers. 

A postmortem examination 
confirmed he died of stab 
wounds to the chest but police 
have still not released a de¬ 
scription of the murder 
weapon. 

His mother, Maureen Slade 
from Worcester Park, and his 
father, also called Stuart, from 
Roehampton, said Mr Slade 
was a loving and caring son

and father who would be great¬ 
ly missed. 

In a joint statement they 
said: “We would not wish what 
we are going through on any 
mother or father and we both 
feel that a big part of our lives 
was taken away when Stuart’s 
life was taken from him. 

“What has happened has bro¬ 
ken our hearts and we do not 
know how we are going to re¬ 
build our lives. It is only Stu¬ 


art’s seven-year-old son, our 
grandson, that will keep us 
going.” 

Detectives were due to re¬ 
turn to the scene of the attack 
this week in the hope of jog¬ 
ging someone’s memory about 
the crime. 

Detective Chief Inspector 
Steve Johns said on Monday: 
“It is a very difficult investiga¬ 
tion. 

“Lots of potential motives 
are still under consideration. 
It could well have been a dis¬ 
pute that got out of hand with 
somebody he knew. Random 
attacks are extremely rare. I 
can’t really exclude that but I 
think it is extremely unlikely.” 

Floral tributes have been left 
at the scene of the murder. 
One from his father Stuart 
read: “RIP son. You were the 
most beautiful son any father 
could wish for. 

“I will think of you every day 
for the rest of my life. I hope 
you are at peace and I’m look¬ 
ing forward to seeing you 
again somewhere else.”

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New scheme sees recycle 
rates rise by 30 per cent 


A rubbish situation 


Residents of two Kingston 
streets said botched rubbish col¬ 
lections over Christmas left their 
pavements covered in rotting 
food. 

Nick Booth, of Woodbines Av¬ 
enue, said he was forced to take 
his recycling to Waitrose in Sur¬ 
biton. 

He saw overturned food bins 
spilling waste on to the streets, 
after a Christmas collection by 
the council failed to materialise. 

He said: “On our road and Mil¬ 
ner Road, there were waste food 
bins on the street for days. 

“Someone kicked my neigh¬ 
bour’s food bin over. 

“There was rotting food all over 
the pavement. 

“The Waitrose car park, where 
they have recycling bins, looked 


like the council tip. 

“There were bottles and card¬ 
board spilling out all over the 
place. 

“I’m all for recycling, but the 
whole system is, literally, rub¬ 
bish.” 

A Kingston Council spokesman 
said it was working hard to ad¬ 
dress these “teething problems”. 

The spokesman went on to 
comment: “Across the borough, 
97 per cent of all collections took 
place on the scheduled day. 

“Overall, the service ran very 
smoothly. 

“Food and cardboard waste 
collections were later than 
planned for approximately 5,000 
properties. 

“We apologise for any inconve¬ 
nience this caused.”

The amount of waste being re¬ 
cycled in Kingston has in¬ 
creased by 30 per cent since the 
change in September to alter¬ 
nate week rubbish collection, 
figures have shown. 

The controversial scheme has 
seen 1,501 tonnes a month being 
recycled, compared with 1,163 
in 2007. 

The amount of waste being 
sent to landfill has also fallen by 
20 per cent, from 4,316 tonnes 
per month to 3,854 tonnes per 
month. 

A Kingston Council 
spokesman said: “The introduc¬ 
tion of the new service has re¬ 
sulted in a significant increase 
in recycling and composting 
across the borough.This is great 
news for the borough, both envi¬ 
ronmentally and financially” 

A council survey, carried out 
after the introduction of the 
new recycling scheme, showed 
that 66 per cent of households 
regularly used their green box 
to recycle paper, plastic bottles, 


glass, cans and tins. It also 
showed that 53 per cent regular¬ 
ly used the reusable white bag 
to recycle card and cardboard, 
and 58 per cent regularly used 


the brown food waste container 
to compost their food waste. 

Kingston Council said the in¬ 
troduction of the scheme had, 
on the whole, run smoothly, but 


apologised to residents who had 
not had their containers deliv¬ 
ered on time, or suffered missed 
collections. 

A spokesman said: “We thank 
residents for embracing the ser¬ 
vice and doing such a great job 
of reducing the amount of rub¬ 
bish they send to landfill. 

“The really important thing is 
that this excellent start is main¬ 
tained, and that we continue to 
work together to recycle more 
and waste less.” 

Since September, more than 
50,000 new wheelie bins have 
been delivered to Kingston 
homes as part of the new recy¬ 
cling and refuse contract, and 
the council is now holding a 
wheelie bin amnesty for people 
who need to dispose of their old 
bin in an environmentally- 
friendly way. 

Collections will be made in 
the weeks starting January 19 
and 26, and bins just need to be 
cleaned and washed and left out 
with the landfill waste.

Red Lion plans presented to public inquiry 


A property developing com¬ 
pany planning to turn the 
former Red Lion pub in Tol- 
worth into 58 homes, three 
shops and a pub, presented 
its case at a public inquiry 
at Kingston Guildhall this 
week. 

The plans by Surbiton 


company CNM Estates were 
rejected by Kingston Coun¬ 
cil in July, because the 
buildings were too dense 
and out of keeping with the 
area.

DR DORON SWADE 

Dr Doron Swade has dedicated his 
working life to computers and has 
been justly rewarded with an MBE 
for services to the history of com¬ 
puting. 

Dr Swade, of Park Road, 
Kingston, is a former senior cura¬ 
tor of computing at the London Sci¬ 
ence Museum and was nominated 
by writer James Essinger, who felt 
his work on 19th century mathe¬ 
matician and computer pioneer 
Charles Babbage needed to be high¬ 
lighted. 

Babbage designed many comput¬ 
ers in the 1800s but none were ever 
built so Dr Swade masterminded a 
project to build a working replica of 
one of Babbage’s “calculating en¬ 
gines” from the original 19th centu¬ 
ry plans. 

On receiving the award, Dr 
Swade said: “I am hugely flattered

Dr Swade has also negotiated the 
acquisition of rare computers for 
the National Computer Collection, 
including a Russian Cold War su¬ 
percomputer and the last working 
totalisator. 

He set up the Computer Conser¬ 
vation Society in 1989, and has 
written three books and more than 
80 articles on computing. 

An engineer by trade, he worked 
at the Science Museum designing 
digital hardware before the post of 
curator came up in 1985. 

He said: “I had to choose whether 
to carry on being an engineer or 
cross the tracks and become a gen¬ 
tleman. The history of computing 
is a relatively obscure but massive¬ 
ly important field and so this award 
is wonderful for the field.” 


IRENE CLARK 

Irene Clark is 84 and, despite 
being at an age when most peo¬ 
ple would forgive her for taking 
it easy, she has been a dedicated 
member of Worcester Park's 
Royal British Legion since 
1959. 

On finding out she had been 
awarded an MBE for voluntary 
service, Mrs Clark dedicated 
the honour to her late husband 
Dennis, who was president of 
the club, in Central Road, be¬ 
fore he died in 2007. 

She said: “I am absolutely 
shocked but absolutely delight¬ 
ed at the honour. 

“I wish it was for my husband 
as he had been involved in the 


club since 1940, but I know he 
would have been very proud of 
me.” 

Mrs Clark, a great-grand¬ 
mother who lives in Sheep- 
house Way, New Malden, has a 
dazzling list of responsibilities 
including secretary of the 
women's section, treasurer of 
the Surrey division of the 
Royal British Legion and a 
member of the welfare and en¬ 
tertainment committees. 

Ironically, Mrs Clarke used to 
work as a civil servant and her 
last post before retiring was in 
the Queen's Award office, ad¬ 
ministrating honours for busi¬ 
nesses. 

She said: “Everyone at the 
club is a tremendous bunch and 
it is a great place to be.”

An exclusive riding school right on 
the edge of Richmond Park has ap¬ 
plied to knock down its stables and 
build three large town houses. 

The main portion of Stag Lodge 
Stables by the Robin Hood Gate 
dates from 1790 and is the only rid¬ 
ing school to have direct access to 
the park. 

The house and stables are unique 
in London and possibly in Britain 
as a whole, but have not got listed 
status. 

A former owner believes there 
were stables on the site as far back 
as 1635, when Charles I created the 
park as exclusive Royal hunting ter¬ 
ritory. 

Current owner Richard Turner 
wants to build three four-bedroom 
town houses after knocking down 
stables and stores, but will keep the 
oldest parts of the site. 

The application was made to 
Kingston Council in November and 
a decision is due to be taken by 
planning officers by January 14. 

Planning officers from Kingston 
Council have been on the site and 
have told the applicants they would 
support the principle of residential 
development. 

In recent years, two pubs on the 
same stretch of road, the Robin 
Hood Hotel and the Duke of Cam¬ 
bridge, have been knocked down to 
make way for expensive homes.

A leading estate agent has 
warned that a house price 
slump in Kingston last year 
shows no sign of slowing down 
in 2009. 

The latest Land Registry fig¬ 
ures released on December 30 
showed that house prices in 
Kingston fell by 1.4 per cent in 
November and dropped 7.9 per 
cent in 2008. 

The average house price in 
Kingston now stands at 
£302,832, £15,000 below the Lon¬ 
don average of £317,101. 

Kingston estate agent Guy 
Hodge, of Lords, in Wood Street, 
said while it was important to 
bear in mind that the statistics

were several months old, the fig¬ 
ures were just the tip of the ice¬ 
berg. 

He said: “The figures show a 
fall of 7.9 per cent but in reality 
we’re looking at a drop of about 
20 per cent on prices from 2007 
and the market is not going to 
recover in 2009.” 

Mr Hodge said there had been 
a dramatic drop in the volume 
of sales, down from a peak of 
450 a month to less than 100 a 
month by July 2008. 

He said there were a number 
of problems hindering the re-

covery of the market, including 
sellers still expecting high 
prices and some agents still 
overpricing property. 

Mr Hodge said: “It is a very 
difficult time. We have sold our 
lettings company, closed one of 
our offices and cut staff to try to 
survive but we are making a 
loss or breaking even every 
month. 

“Sellers need to forget what 
their houses were worth a year 
ago and remember that they are 
selling and buying in the same 
market.”

But people power won through 
once more, as the store’s proposal to 
add two metres of netting to the 
four-metre boundary fence was re¬ 
fused by Kingston Council, after 
residents complained of its oppres¬ 
sive appearance. Another applica¬ 


tion has now been submitted. 

Store manager Mike Parr said 
netting was essential to protect staff 
and customers from the criminals, 
and would stop thieves hanging 
around nearby homes. 

He said: “They think the new de¬ 
sign is going to be some sort of 
monstrosity, but it really isn’t.” 

The consultation period for the 
application is under way, with a 
final decision expected to be made 
by February 16.

A charity has warned cash-strapped 
Kingston and Richmond homeowners 
who may be having difficulty with 
mortgage payments to beware of at¬ 
tractive-sounding schemes which 
allow them to sell up, then rent their 
own home back. 

Faced with difficulties in meeting 
mortgage payments, some people have 
been tempted by sale-and-rent-back of¬ 
fers... but have lived to regret it when 
rents have soared to unmanageable 
levels. 

Despite the lure of easy money, and 
the prospect of escaping short-term fi¬ 
nancial woes, it has left many worse 
off than they were before, losing the 
roof over their head and getting deep¬ 
er into debt. 

The charity Shelter told Property 
Weekly that householders should take 
advice before dealing with firms 
which offer to buy homes quickly at a 
discount before renting them straight 
back to the occupants. 

The Office of Fair Trading says 
some companies are misleading 
homeowners about property values or 
the length of leases, or are raising 
rents substantially, then evicting 
those who can’t pay. 

It has joined Shelter in demanding

that the Financial Services Authority 
regulates the fast-growing practice, 
claiming that unscrupulous firms can 
effectively hold people to ransom. 

Adverts for sale-and-rent-back deals 
often target those facing repossession. 
The Council of Mortgage Lenders cal¬ 
culates there were around 45,000 re¬ 
possessions in the UK in 2008, up from 
27,100 in 2007. 

The National Landlords’ Associa¬ 
tion believes there is a place for ethi¬ 
cal sale-and-rent-back schemes, but 
wants to see a code of practice im¬ 
posed. 

Quick Property Sale Ltd, a sale-and- 
rent-back company which advertises 
in these pages, said it was all for 
tighter controls. Company spokesper¬ 
son Jennifer Davis said: “Unfortu¬ 
nately, there are rogue traders who 
have brought the industry under close 
scrutiny, and it is from these people 
that consumers need to be protected.” 

She also said her company offered, 
on average, 85 per cent of market 
value and stressed all tenancies had 
guaranteed rents for a minimum of 
three years. 


Charity urges transparency 
on sale-and-rent-back 
schemes 


Less trustworthy firms may mislead 
customers as to their security as ten¬ 
ants, including telling people they will 
be able to stay in their home for years 
when in reality the tenancy might 
only guarantee six months. 

The OFT believes controls should 
more transparent. John Fingleton, 
chief executive, said: “Our research 
shows that sale-and-rent-back deals 
have the potential to cause serious 
and permanent harm to often vulner¬ 
able homeowners. 

“The unfamiliar and highly pres¬ 
surised situations these people find 
themselves in may leave them vulner¬ 
able to misleading statements or valu¬ 
ations from sale-and-rent-back firms 
looking to make a deal.” 

Although there is little reliable data, 
it is believed there are 1,000 sale-and- 
rent-back firms in the UK, with 
around 50,000 transactions already 
carried out. 


A Shelter spokeswoman told Proper¬ 
ty Weekly: “It’s aimed at people at 
their wits’ end. A lot of assurances 
are verbal, and people then don’t read 
all the small print. We know of cases 


where, after a few months, rent he 
been bumped up massively.

There can be very few worse 
experiences in the world of 
entertainment than settling in 
for a rib-tickling night of 
stand-up comedy, only to get 
the feeling the comic is merely 
retreading old material. 

The best comedy is often seat- 
of-your-pants stuff but, in this 
age of sellout tours and 
celebrity comics, that is often 
an avenue avoided at all costs. 

But not for Scot Phil Kay, 
who is proud to sport his ‘let’s 
see how it goes’ badge for all 
to see. 

He explains: “I never have a 
set list or anything like that. 

“That would distract me from 
the moment and nothing is 
more important than the 
moment. 

“So the key is to make fun of 
what’s actually there in that 
room, at that specific time, 
rather than seeking something 
out to mock. 

“The laughter then comes 
from the recognition of a 


simple truth, that we are all 
together in a room sharing a 
unique experience.” 

A comic since 1989, and a 
veteran of countless tours, 

Kay also learned the ropes as a 
warm-up act for a host of 
television recordings, includ¬ 
ing Jonathan Ross’s Saturday 
Show and The Smell of Reeves 
and Mortimer. 

And he admits to being excit¬ 
ed by his launch onto the 
London scene after a recent 
move from his native Scotland.

“I adore it and my situation, 
although it is not what I would 
have chosen. 

“I would have chosen to do 
what I have done for the past 
15 years, performing one-man 
shows in lovely venues across 
Scotland and Ireland with two 
hours to do what I want. 

“There will be no waiting for 
other comedians to finish - I 
can’t stand waiting around.”

Cars really don’t come more 
everyman than the Ford Mondeo, 
but if you were to pile the 
equipment from the Titanium 
X into its Sierra or Cortina 
predecessors, they would probably 
struggle to move under their own 
steam. 


Of course, all the toys in the 
world won’t win drivers over if not 
presented in an attractive and 
orderly fashion. 

The Mondeo, with its upscale 
interior finished in leather and 
Alcantara, stylish arrangement and 
aluminium trim finish does exactly 


that. First impressions are excellent 
- the first time you slip into the 
model you're struck by the quality. 
Taking a few minutes to acclimatise 
to the surroundings and adjust the 
seat and mirrors reinforces that 
view. To use a cliche, it's a nice place 
to be. 

That’s good, because a lot of 
people are likely to spend a lot of 
time in one. They certainly won’t 
feel cramped. 

A large car in terms of exterior 
dimensions and internal volume the 
Mondeo feels rather palatial. The 
five-door model benefits from the 
increased practicality of a large boot 
door, without the increased weight 
of an estate body, too. 

Although the wheel arches and, in 
the Titanium X model, the CD 
changer impinge a little, the boot 
is more than adequate for a car in 
this sector and practicality can be 
increased by dropping the rear seats. 

An excellent family vehicle, the 
Mondeo has consistently proven to 
be, but in Titanium X specification 
it’s clear that the model is built 
around the business driver. 

Key to securing interest from 
high-mileage drivers are the 
impressive levels of comfort and 
equipment. 

Heated seats, auto wipers and 
headlights, keyless entry and a 
starter button, front and rear 
parking sensors... the list goes on, 


and all are intended to make life on 
the road as comfy as possible. 

It works, and Ford’s clever 
refuelling system that prevents 
mistakes at the pumps will be a load 
off drivers’ and fleet operators’ 
minds, too. 

Most impressive is the Convers+ 
system that combines with Blue¬ 
tooth phone integration to allow 
the sat-nav, ventilation and phone 
systems to be operated by voice 
commands. It seems gimmicky at 
first, but becomes second-nature and 
a useful tool quickly. 

Equally important for the 
business driver is choice of engine. 
The 2.2-litre Duratorq unit is a 
latecomer to the Mondeo line-up but 
is a worthy addition. 

Both power and torque figures are 
high and combined with the 
sensible gearing of the six-speed 
manual transmission, makes for 
refined progress. 

With respectable fuel consumption 
and emissions, the unit adds to the 
motorway cruising appeal. 

Although it can be a little clattery 
from cold and at higher revs, its low 
down power and brisk acceleration 
mean it won’t be heard very often. 

There’s no escaping the extra 
weight at the front though. 

Large 18-inch wheels help to firm 
up the ride so that the nose-heavy 
handling is a little less noticeable 
than it otherwise might be, but the

trade-off is a propensity to pick out 
more bumps away from the motor¬ 
way than its smaller wheeled stable- 
mates.
